BRIDE 10 ASYLUM 


Heiress’ Secret Wedding Fol- 
lowed by Kidnapping and 
Suicide Attempt.

WHITE PLAINS, WN. Y., Oct. 23— 
Like a tale from the Arabian Nights 
comes a story of the secret marriage of 
Miss Sarah Anne L. Delano to Aibert 
V. Dane Reid, Oct. 25, followed by the 
kidnapping of the bride on the evening 
following by her three brothers, the 
horsewhipping of her husband, ending 
with her attempted suicide and incar- 
ceration in Bloomingdale Asylum. 

The bride, who a pretty, 23-year- 
old girl, with auburn hair, and an art 
student, is the daughter of the late 
Victor Delano and a granddaughter of 
the late Marceau Delano, who lIeft her 
a large estate. Mr. Retd was the man- 
ager of the Cherry Stock Farm, owned 
by Miss Delano’s brothers. 

Reid obtained a writ of habeas corpus 
lirecting the Bloomingdale Asylum au- 
thorities to produce his bride of two 
days in court, but owlng to her illness, 
the case went over until Monday. 

Mr. Reid is a former Captain of the 
Seventh Hussars of the British .army 
and has served in 'ndia and Egypt. He 
has lived in the United States six years, 
and came here fron?t Chicago, where 
he conducted a large riding academy. 
Mr. Reid admits that he was secretly 
married to Miss Delano in New York. 
The brothers got the first news of the 
wedding from a servant on the estate, 
who tipped therm off. On the night fol- 
lowing the wedding Mr. Reid and his 
bride drove to the railway station to 
meet Frederick Delano, who they in- 
tended to inform aboutctheir marriage. 

“Instead of meeting one brother,” 
said Mr. Reid, “oll three brothes 
jumped off the train and came over te 
the carriage where my wife was sittin,.

City Hospital Physicians, Per- 
plexed by Malady, Have 
No Other Explanation. 


City Hospital pliysicians have decided 
that love caused the fever with which 
Frances C., Blair, m pretty young woman 
patient, aged 22, of 219 West Schirmer 
street. is afflicted. They have sougat 
some known disease as a cause during 
six days that the girl has been under 
treatment, but have been unsuccessful. 

Not a physician, but the girl's father 
and her own actions are responsible for 
the theory. 
to the doctors, his daughter met a man 
named Larry O'’Ryan two weeks ago 
and gradually grew weak and ill. Final- 
ly she took to her bed and was sent to 
the hospital after a doctor had failed 
to find any signs of well-defined dis- 
ease.

CANDLE LIGHTS GASOLINE 


All of Victim’s Clothing Is 
Burned Except Trousers 
Containing Wealth. 


A fire that burnéd his shirt and and 
undershirt almost entirely from his 
body, that left him not a hair on his 
head or eyebrows, and that blistered 
his hands and face, left intact the 
trousers of William Tepfer, aged 35, 
electrician for the United Railways Co., 
at the Arcade Hotel, 419 North Sixth 
street, last night. And that was well, 
for Tepfer’s trousers were his bank. 
They contained $927.50. 

The trousers and the money and, per- 
haps, even Tepfer’s life, were saved 
after a thrilling experience that placed 
him, bandaged from head to foot, in 
the City Hospital. 

Tepfer told the story of his narrow 
escape, with difficulty, for his tongue 
and lips had been scorched. He said 
that he had gone into the bath room 
and in taking off his coat, preparatory 
to taking a bath. knocked a tallow 
candle from the window sill. 

The lighted candle fell in a six-gallon 
can of gasoline and Tepfer found him- 
self covered with flames. Crazed with 
the pain he ran about the room, scream- 
ing and unable to find the door.

Goller’s 50 years in the priest- 
hood, which the German Catholic 
clergy of St. Louis and his parishion- 
ers will celebrate, began Nov. 1, 1856, 
when he was ordained in the Old Ca- 
thedral by Archbishop Kenrick and 
Father J. P. Ryan, now Archbishop of 
Philadelphia. « 

He had commenced his studies for the 
priesthood at the University of Tubin- 


gen, Germany, several years earlier, in 


obedience to a dream, thrice repeated, 
in which he saw the end of the world, 
as pictured in the Apocalypse, and the 
cross shining in wonderful splendor. 
This vision caused him to abandon his 
purpose to study medicine. After fin- 
‘shing his course at Tubingen, he en- 
tered the theological seminary at Pa- 
derborn, where he graduated. He left 
Germany as a volunteer for missionur, 
work in the United States, at the call of 
Vicar-General Melcher of St. Louls.

Father Golier’s first appointment. was 
48 assistant tu Father Anseim at Hoiy 
irinity Church. in Juiy, lo, he be- 
came Vicar-General Meicher's assistant 
at St. Mary’s, and was soon transferred 
to the position of assistant to Father 
Siegrist at SS. Peter and Pauls. he 
has since remained with SS. Peter and 
Paul's Parish.

W. D. Vandiver, State Insurance Coimn- 
missioner, was in St. Louis yesterday. 
While he said he did not come in con- 
nection with . his threatened action 
against the New York Life Insurance 
Co., he intimated that he was collecting 
material for similar procedure in the 
case of other insurance corporations do- 


ing business in Missouri. 
“So far as l-am concerned, the New 


York’ Life matter is now in abeyance,” 
he said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“My letter to President John T. McCall 
was dated Oct. 7, and I gave him 
days in which to comply with my de- 


mands. 

“Mr. McCall is trying to hide behind 
the policy holders. His company may 
not have violated any specific provision 
of the statutes, but it has violated that 
law which the Almighty promulgated 
whiter He said, “Thou shalt not steal.’ 

“The defense of the company is that 
the directors are not responsibie for 
the repuyment of the money wh.ch was 
paid for campaign purposes in Missouri. 
‘then it up to Mr. McCall. he will 
have to pay the funds back to the pol- 
icy holders or get out of business in this 
State. 1 am trying to protect both the 
present and the prospective policy hold- 
ers of the company. 

Mr. Vandiver at present Is investigat- 
ing the affairs of three insurance com- 
panies which hold Missouri licenses. A 
Boston company is being looked into, as 
the commissioner suspects orregu- 
larity from the fact that the company 
has connected with it a subsidiary in- 
vestment concern whose stock is some- 
times sold to the policy holders. Mr. 
Vandiver says that he is endeavoring to 
determine whether a corporation auih- 
orized to write insurance policies in the 
State also has a right to sell stock.

for its production was revoked after the 


Oirst performance. 

The play is to be produced Monday 
night at the Garrick Theater—after that 
the police may play a part. Apparem- 
ly there is no way of preventing any 
Play, no matter how indecent, from be. 
ing produced once. 

It ©; contended by the Shaw devotees 
that the play constitutes a great morat 
lesson. London suppressed the play, 
however, as grossly Immoral, indecent 
and filthy, and the verdict of the first 
Amercan audience that has seen anu 
heard it is that it is very clever, but 
passes the limit. 

The story of “Mrs. Warren's Profes- 
sion"’ ts a chapter in the life of a wom- 
an of the half world who has lived 
not wisely but too well. Bernard Shaw 
does not hesitate to call a spade a 
Spade. His Mrs. Warren is a woman 
who began life in poverty with a capl- 
tal that consster of physical attract- 
iveness, and when the play opens she 
ls the proprietress of two resorts in 
Brussels, one in Berlin, one in Vienna 
and two in Buda Pest. She is rich. for 
she is earning 35 per cent a year on 
an investment of $200,000.

Warren's evasions it is finally made ev!1- 
dent to the daughter what her mother’s 
profession really is. 


Discuss Moral Decency. 


Mother and daughter discuss the ques- 
tion of moral decency pro and con. Mrs. 
Warren is no hypocrite, and makes no 
attempt to corceal her evil] Ilfe. 

The rehearsal of it nauseates Vivian, 
the daughter, but she is attracted, nev- 
ertheless, by the woman's frank admis- 
sions and lack of hypocrisy. She en- 
forces her youthful lover, the rector’s 
son, to speak of the woman with re- 
spect, and silences the freedom with 
which all the rest refer to her. 

Eventually Frank Gardner confess- 
es to Vivian his love, and soon after- 
ward Sir George Crofis fu'fille§ th- 
mission of his visit by a proposal of 
marriage. The girl refuses, an he 
tempts her with his wealth, mention- 
ing that her own mother was instru- 
mnental in helping him to accumulate 
t Whereupon the girl dismisses him 
abru' tly and learns from him that her 
attachment with the rector’s son is 
also futile, for he is her half brother. 

This unworthy son of an unworthy 
clergyman, meanwhile, has proposed 
a tri and a debauch to his sweet- 
hearts mother.

Grouping of Public Buildings 
Desirable and Public Baths 
and Playgrounds Needed. 


The special committee appointed by 
the Civic Improvement League mak: 
recommendations on the “City Beauti 
fui’ iu@a hag finished its work. | lt 
written report was turned over to the 
Executive Committee of the Civic Im- 
prvveinent League yesterday. 

All ot the seven p.ans outlined at 
the first meeting of the committee 
~ ocnesday night were declared feas- 
lvile, 

The first plan advocated in the re- 
port is that of the public building 
sreup. The report turned in by tne 
Public Buildings Commission to May- 
Or Welis is endorsed by the commict- 
tee. Nothing would aad more, says 
the report, to the attractive ap «#r- 
ance of the city in its business center 
than the grouping of its municipa: 
and quasi-pub.ic buildings. 

In recommending the Boulevard 
System‘as the second proposed im- 
;TOVement the committee approves ol 
the report of the King’s Highway 
Commission It also recommends the 
addption of a plan providing for one 
or more additional boulevards encir- 
c.iing the city—a system similar to 
tuat in Kansas City. 

Park System Endorsed. 

The third recommenda.ion of the com- 
mittee is for the adoption of a metro- 
politan systeimn of parks. in urging this 
improvement the report recommends a 
system comparable with that of bBos- 
ton. 
the fourth plan refers to the group- 
ing of minor public bul dings and con- 
veniences. Among these are included 
public schools, branch lUbraries, play- 
grounds and public baths. All to be 
so placed as to form centers in the 
municipal plan. 

The fcurth p’an Is elaborate and has 
seven subdivisions. The first provides 
for the uniform extension of the main 
thoroughfares of the city beyond the 
present iimits of St. Louis. The second 
outlines a plan for subways in the busi- 
ness portion of the city when the sur- 
face traffic becomes too convert d 
Another suggestion i« ‘or the planting 
of trees and other street embellish- 
ments. Recommendations for convert- 
ing streets into boulevards and the 
elimination of grade crossings, the 
establishing of public ecenven’ences 
and drinking fountains, and the pro- 
tection of parks from the encrrach- 
ments of ral'roads, factories and objec- 
tionable institutions, are all inc'uded 
under the general scheme of street im- 
-rovements. 

The sixth clause advises the ectab- 
Lshment of a municipal art comm! sion 
with powers and duties similar to the 
commission in New York City. 

The clause referring to legislation 
simply recommends such !egislaticn as 
may be needed from time to time to 
carry into effect the plans above out- 
lined. 

In urging the adoption of this com- 
prehensive city plan the rerort refers 
to the “City Beautiful” work done by 
other cities. The public baths of New 
York, the lake front square of Cleve- 
land, Chicago's boulevard system, the 
city plan of San Francisco and the park 
belt arrargement outside of Boston are 
outlined in some detail. 

In submitting the repert the commit- 
tee urges that the Civic Improve'rent 
League appoint subcornmittees to take 
up the different clauses fn the general 
plan for civic improvement and to push 
them through rapid'’y.

Where the ordinary pay of a chauffeur is $60 to 
$75 a month, many of those in the employ of the 
wealthier men of St. Louis get more than $100 a 
month, and some of them are credited with getting 
as much as $150, in addition to the recognized per 
quisites of the profession in the way of tips. Not 
only this; but a number of men in St. Louis todas 
have two and a few three chauffeurs, one of them. 
of course, being in charge of the private garage and 
the others under him, but all them with a reputa 
tion of being highly proficient. 

Stories are being circulated concerning certain 
tactics indulged in by St. Louis men of wealth in 
their attempts to secure a coveted chauffeur which 
indicate that a raise in salary has not been the 
sole inducement in every case to get a coveted man 
to change employers, but it is believed, as a rule. 
that the requirements of the tacit code of hono) 
which exists in this fight are closely observed. It 
is stated on good authority, however, that in sev 
eral instances liberal * have been given 
St. Louis chauffeurs, in addition to a raise in wages, 
in order to convince them that a new berth was 
better than the one they already possessed.

The average chauffeur not only is given &cant 
praise by the garage men who are thrown in con- 
tact with him, but is classified as having scareely 
a vestige of character othef than that which comes 
from his mechanical intelligence and his abstinence. 
There is constant war between the garage men and 
the chauffeurs of people who have not private statis 
for their machines, but must leave them at public 
garages maintained for that purpose. To these men, 
‘he factory agents will tell you, is due the disrepute 
into which automobiling has fallen in certain quar- 
ters. Sober, attentive and careful while on duty 
with the owner of the machine, the time of relaxa- 
tion comes with the harum-secarum chauffeur when 
the master is safe in bed and the machine turned 
over to the tender mercies of the operator.

the building, on account of its containing the models 
Of those inventions which Mr. Edison evolved in his 
earlier days. Some of these inventions are little 
known to the unscientific public, though they may 
be, and probably are, in everyday use among scien- 
tifle men. 

This galvanometer room, apart from what it con- 
tains, is a somewhat remarkable apartment, having 
leen constructed without a speck of iron, all the 
fittings, nails, keys and locks of doors, window 
lntches, etc., being made entirely out of brass. The 
coat. of course, was great, but this hardly entered 

-iute Mr, Edison’s mind, for the object he had in 
view was to keep away al! magnetic influence The 
models are ranged along the sides of the room in

glass cases. 

It is in this room we find the models of the du- 
plex, quadruplex, multiplex and phonoplex  tele- 
graphs, the Edison dynamos, the pyro-magnetic 
motors and generators, the microphone, the electric 
pen, the Edison-Sims torpedo, the different telephone 
transmitters, the megaphone and the magnetic ore 
separator, most of which, perhaps, are too well 
known or too scientific for description here. 

There are, however, other models which cannot 
be passed over. There is, for instance, Mr. Edison’s 
first invention—the Edison vote recorder. This in- 
teresting invention comprises a system by which each 
member of a legislative body can, by moving a 
switch on his desk to right or left, register his name 
on a sheet of paper under the “ayes” or “noes.” 

The paper was chemically prepared, and when the 


‘circuit was closed an iron roller passed over the 


paper, under which was the type signifying the 
member’s name. The current passing through the 
chemically prepared paper caused the discoloration 
where the type came in contact with it, and the 
name was accordingly printed on the paper. At the 
same time the vote was counted by a dial indicator 
which was operated by the same current. It was 
an ingenious and reliable “voter”—in fact, too re- 
liable to meet with favor. 

Then there is the model of the phonomotor, or 
vocal engine. This was one of the most remarkable 
of all Mr. Edison’s scientific “toys,” and was evolved 
in the course of his experiments with the telephone 
and the phonograph. While engaged in these acous- 
tic researches Mr. Edison found that the human 
voice was capable of considerable energy, and he 
therefore constructed an instrument containing a 
mouthpiece and a diaphragm to the center of which

he attached a brass rod carrying a steel pawl. 

This pawl acted on a ratchet-wheel with very fine 
teeth, mounted on a shaft carrying a flywheel and 
driving a colored disc by means of a cord. Then 
when you spoke or sang into the mouthpiece the 
vibrations of the voice caused the pawl to impinge 
upon the teeth of the ratchet wheel and thus pro- 
duced a rapid rotation of the flywheel and the col- 
ored disc. A continuous sound gave the flywheel 
such momentum that there was considerable force 
needed to stop it. On the word of no less an author- 
ity than the inventor himself, there is nov difficulty 
in boring a hole through a board or saWing wood 
with the human voice by means of this little inven- 
tion. 

Few readers, perhaps, have heard of the “grass- 
hopper” telegraph, one of Mr. Edison’s earliest in- 
ventions, the model of which is .aghes in the 
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galvanometer room. This “grasshopper” telegraph 
made it posssible to hold communication between tel- 
egraph stations and moving trains, and the remarka- 
ble feature of the invention was the absence of any 
special wire between or along the railway tracks. 
Induetion alone served to transfer the currents from 
the apparatus in the train to the ordinary Morse 
wires alongside the track, and the currents thus in- 
duced in the wires did not in any way interfere with 
the ordinary business carried on over them. 

The apparatus on the train and at the stations 
along the lines consisted of an ordinary battery, a0 
induction coil with a vibrator, a Morse key and 
a pair of telephone receivers. By means of the in- 
duction coil the current from the battery was trans- 
formed into a rapidly alternating, highly penetrative 
current, capable of producing a similar current in 
the neighboring wires or apparatus. 


The effect was a continuous beste, : 
heard in the phonetic receivers, this being bf 
into the dots and dashes of the Morse system b 
means of the key.

A company has been organized to prospect thor- 
oughiy land adjoining the Suburban Railway prop- 


erty with a view of supplying that road with power, 


aud for supplying factories and manufacturing in- 
stitutions, present and prospective, in that section. 
Prospecting is being done on the property of the 
Union Brewing Co. in South St. Louis. The 
baking company at Vandeventer avenue and Forest 
Park boulevard has a 2 ell that has been in use, fur- 
nishing fuel for thé cakery, for 15 months, and 
which shows an undiminished pressure of 240 pounds 
te the square inch. 

A glue company, with property lying in the angle 
between the Missouri Pacific and Wabash tracks and 
Manchester road, 3900 west, has recently brought in 
a well which is thought to be the strongest one 
drilled up to the present time, and its proprietors 
will further prospect their property. To the south- 
east of them the big construction company brought 
im a well ‘several months ago, and since that time 
has maintained guards over it, bound the drillers to 
not give out any information concerning it and 1s- 
sued written orders to all employes to keep visitors 
off the place and to answer no questions about the 
gat well. In the meantime, however, the owners of 
this well are spending $15,000 to $20,000 in plac- 
“ing pumping machinery in the well and building a 
large receiving tank for gas storing purposes, and 
this well is known to have a capacity of approxi- 
mately 250,000 cubic feet daily. 

At Valley Park, 18 miles southwest of St. Louis, 
where the Pittsburg Plate Glass Co. has its larg- 
est, western plant, preparations are now being made 
to begin drilling at once and that territory will be 
thoroughly prospected. A gas expert 
brought ‘on from Indiana fields by the glass com- 
pany and his opinion is that natural gas exists in 
large quantities in this country. 

Other wells have recently been drilled in St. Louis, 
according to well drillers, and gas found, the drillers 
being obligated, they say, to keep the whereabouts 
and magnitude of these secret. At least a dozen 
wells on as many different properties are in immedi- 
até prospect, and several hundred property owners 
have figured more or less Seriously with drillers and 
“locaters” on putting down wells on their land, and 
are only waiting for the completion of wells at 
présent being put down before they begin work. 

In the meantime a well-defined “gas boom” has 
developed in the neighborhoods where gas has been 
found, and is extending to property owners ano 
manufacturers all over the city and in adjoining 
suburbs. Propérty has begun to advance in price in 
the neighborhood of wells that have already been 
brought in, and there have been a number of trans- 
fers as a result. That this activity would increase 
were the actual results of all the wells that have 
been sunk tgade public is practically certain, as is 
also the fact that the full extent of discoveries on 
certain properties is being kept secret until the 
wealthy owners can acquire adjoining property and 
otherwise get themselves in a position to take the 
fullest advantage of the coming of natural gris to St. 
Lonis in commercial, and, possibly, unlimited quan- 
tities. ' 

Natural gas is probably the most desirable of all 
agents’ that the earth yields up to mankind. It is 
worth more than oil, although oi] is always found 
in connection with it, and greater fortunes have 
been reaped from it than from gold discoveries. It 
iw of such large importance in making living cheap 
and pleasant and manufacturing comparatively in-
